It was a seven fni long race and Cbeval d’Or, 
on the strength of bis smart second at the same 
distance to Eugenia Wickes the day before, 
was installed favorite end backed from 8 to 5 
down to 6 to 5. He went out in front the first 
part of it and tried I o stop Antiquary but in- j 
stf ad of doing that raced himself to defeat. j 
On the far turn Antiquary had everything bis 
own way, but just before the stretch was reached 
Bose Apple moved up rapidly. The latter was 
on the outside of Antiquary, who as scon as ihe 
stretch was reached tried to run out. He, of 
course, carried Rose Apple with him. Ratter, 
seeing he bad no chance to win with the filly on 
the extreme outside, wasted co time in pnlliog 
up and going inside of Antiquary. About the 
same trme that Dupee made this move Ratter 
drew his whip, and Antiquary, who was not up 
to such a bruising race, swerved in from it and 
again impeded Rose Apple. 

To those that saw the race it was dollars to 
d ongbnnts that Antiquary would be disquali- 
fied long before Dnpee made his claim. The 
boy wasted no time after making hie weight 
and the judges acted promptly after hearing 
both of the b< ys' stories. 

Bose Apple, the one that soffered by the in- 
terference, was not fortunate enongh to finish 
second, and Pat Garrett, who beat her about 
half a length, was given the race. Bose Apple 
was placed second, and Cbeval d Or, who ran a 
bad race, third.

It did not take much 
urging to shake Serrano off, as the early fast 
pace had cooked him, and, Tenby fighting for 
his head, romped homo four lengths in the 
lead. 

There was only one close finish daring the 
day and that was between In Debt and Mitten 
in the second race. The former was backed 
from 30 to 1 down to 25 to 1 and less, and V itatoe 
by clover hand riding clearly outfinished Trot- 
ter on Mitten and won by a nose in the very 
last stride. 

Thirteen cheap maidens started in the first 
race and it took Starter Dwyer almost twenty 
minutes before ho could get them away . Tnlane 
was fortunate in getting off in the first flight, 
and, having good luck throughout, won in a 
4lrive from the 90 to 1 chance. Title. 



Einer, at the liberal price of 44 to 1, won the 
fourth race, mnning away and Uarda took the 
final one in the same manner.

A dispatch from Cbillieothe. O., the day after 
Imp won the Suburban said: 

'‘Everybody at the Harness home is overjoyed 
at their favorite’s success. Miss Harness failing 
to sleep at all Satnrdsy night, and in conse- 
quence was almost prostrated with nervous 
headache yesterday. Miss Virginia is the young- 
est one of Uncle Den’s daughters, and all her 
life has been deeply interested in her father’s 
fine horses She helped to raise Imp, and she 
was always her especial favorite. She has fol- 
lowed the little mare’s cateer with unfailing 
interest, and thinks there never was and never 
will be one quite so good. 

“Miss Harness is a petite blond, a very charm 
ing, attractive young lady and an exceedingly 
pleasant conversationalist. That she has a 
remarkably retentive mind is shown by the 
fact that she knows all of Imp’s forty-three vic- 
tories, with the date, place, rider, weight and 
time, and can tell of all or any of them without 
reference to any irecord. She is the sole owner 
of Imp, her father having made her a present 
of the black queen about four months ago. Mr 
Harness is a sufferer from heart trouble, and, 
after an especially severe attack, decided to 
place the mare in bands where be knew she 
would be well taken care of, and accordingly 
gave her to Miss Virginia. One hundred Ihous 
and dollars would not be any inducement for 
Miss Harness to part with her. 

“Next to Imp Miss Harness’s favorite on the 
farm is a half brother of Imp, a two-year old, 
unearned, by Palestine. He is one of the finest 
looking colts in this vicinity, and Mr. and Miss 
Harness expect him to make a record equal to 
his sister’s when he starts out next season.’’

I don’t say anything about 
the horse’s race, but what I complain about is 
the way the jeekeys ride nowadays. They are 
looking around and about them too much, in- 
stead of looking to the front and watching 
their own horse. \ jockey doesn’t want to look 
around for a horse coming. All he wants to 
watch for is the shadow. He can s( e that with- 
out twisting his neck around. I ought to know 

I’ve watched for it often enongh,” — Morning 
Telegraph. 

The famous English racehorse and sire, Galo- 
pin, is dead. He was a brown horse, foaled 1872, 
by Vedette — The Flying Duchess, by The Fly- 
ing Dutchman, out of Merope, by Voltaire. He 
won the Derby in 1875 and a number of other 
races doting his turf career, and in the stud has 
been a brilliant success as a sire. To his credit 
are St. S'mon, the leading sire of England to- 
day; Donovan, winner of the Derby and St. 
Leger and over one hundred winners, among 
them Galleottea, Galliard, Galore, etc. He has 
had a long career in the stnd and bis great 
potency as a sire is shown not only by the per- 
formances of bis get on the turf, but in the stud. 



Secretary Ed Hopper, of the Latonia Jockey 
Club, is preparing a stake race for two-year- 
olds that, when it is ran, will attiact the best 
yonegsters in the country and will be in the 
nature of a Futurity. The stake will be called 
the Matron, and will be for foals of 1900 which 
will make their first running in 1902. Secretary 
Hopper has not as yet framed the conditions 
of the big race, but yesterday be gave out a 
few of them, Haies will have to by nominated 
before the last of October, 1899; $2,000 will be 
added by the club and it is expected 
the stake will l>e worth between $15,000 and 
$20,000. Its first rueniog will be during the 
spring meeting of the Latonia Jockey Club in 
1902 and it will be split into two races. The 
total value of the race will be split, the colts 
racing for 60 per cent and the fillies for the re- 
maining 40 per cent. Secretary Hopper expects 
that the stake will attract the crack two-year 
olds of the country, and that it will do much 
toward restoring racing in the west, as eastain 
owners will no doubt make liberal entries 
Secretary Hopper is now busily engaged in 
framing the conditions of the great race, and 
expects to announce them in a couple cf W’ceks 
— Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

They will 
be shipped on July 1 and will be rested at Sara 
toga until the meeting at that track begins. 

C. T. Patterson’s promitiug two-year-old colt 
Kentucky, by Kingston— Meta, who was cut 
down in the race for the National Stallion 
Stakes, is coming around all right, and it is 
thought he may be able to face the fiag during 
the Sheepshead Bay meeting.

Missionary, second in the same stake, was bred 
tt Mr. Headley’s other itocx term, Beaumont.
